tunced Mr. Hiil’s case hopeless, the world of lay- 
Ben would begin to hope that the present improve- 
Rent is not deceptive, and that he may yet outlive 
te ravage of the knife and check the progress of his 
disease. lam informed, however, that there is no 
inprovement in the wound 


Ic lled to see Mr. Hill last week, and as every 
Word that comes from him is precious to his people, 
Iyenture to record my impressions. Mr. Hill re- 
@ived usin his library. He was sitting in an easy 
@air, but saterect. A white bandage passed over 
fle crown of his head caught the jaws firmly and 
@vered his wounds from sight. The upper part of 
lis body showed no emaciation, but his legs had 
Ginned considerably. In talking Mr. Hill is as 
gmeefulasever. He uses his favorite gesture—put- 
thg his hands together by ' ining the tips of the 
fagers and thumbs—as mua as ever, and gestures 
@iite freely. He hasa habit of touching his head 
just back of the wound every few minutes, and 
apping it gently. The saddest thing about Mr. 
Hiil—sadder even than the limping speech—is the 
Piined and strange expression of his eyes. 
They stare at you in a strained and fixed 
way, as if they were impelled by some other 
power than that which directs his speech o1 gest- 
ures. What Georgian does not remember how 
these same eyes were in the old days truly the win. 
dows of his soul? How their lights and shadows 
Varied with his every mood! How they flashed 
With his anger, sparkled with his humor or melted 
With his pathos! Now they are two great gray orbs 
—~ixed, unvarying, slow to move—manful in their 
Quiet resignation and yet mouraful beyond words; 
haf questioning but not eager, half appealing 
and yet not weak. It is asif the marvellous springs 
that moved them had been palsied, and beyond 


thtirimpassive depths a stricken life was moving 
uneasily. No gesture has its reflex in them, no word 
itsemphasis, no sentiment its interpretation, and 
the only change that comes to them is when 
thpugh pain or sympathy a cloud sweeps over the 
clar gray surface, anda tear gathering beneath the 
lid rolls down the pallid cheek.

ing easily at night. The pain of his wound is fre- 
quently deadened by morphine. His food is simple, 
consisting of liquids entirely. He can neither chew 
orswallow solid food. He drinks milk, punches, 
with once in awhilea piece of egginthe milk. Lat- 
terly the egg has made him sick,and he has not tried 
itsince. One of the difficulties of his case is an occa- 
sional aversion to takingany food at all, degluti’ 
tion giving him pain. He does not read the papers 
much but takesavivid interest in current affairs 
and likes to hear them discussed. He does not talk 
much and what he says is frequently indistinct. 
H.s mouth is filled with absorbent cotton, which 
adds to the indistinctness. Afterhe has been talk- 
ing for asentence or two he can be understood 
perfectly and some phrases he speaks as wellas he 
ever did. For example he said to me, ‘‘Ferhaps it 
is better asit is,’’with every letter and accent perfect. 
It is no secret that Mr. Hill’s family believe 
that the last operation was a fatal mistake, Mr. Hill 
himself still doubtsif he ever had a cancer. As 
for me I still have a hope that he will recover. Gar- 
field’s§case, if there were no other proof to offer, is 
enough to convince us that science is not unerring, 
and that doctors may sometimes be mistaken.

It is not generaliy known, but we are to have 
an oleomargarine factoryin Atlanta. A company 
has been organized with $100,000 capital. Of this 
amount $40,000 was takeu in New York and the 
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balance allotted to Atlanta. Under charge of the 
Smpany that obuilds~ the factory will 
be a union  stock-yard. The _ factory, 
grounds and outfit will cost, it is estimated, 
$60,000, leaving a good working capital, Work will 
be commenced in ashort time. It is now said re- 
liably that 2,000 pounds of oleomargarine @ week 
are sold in this city, most of which is consumed 
here. I saw letters from two of our wholesale gro- 
cers who handle it in large quantity. One of them 
wrote that nearly ail the retail grocers he sold to 
preferred butterine to butter. 1+ costs the grocer 18 
cents a pound and wili readily command 35 to 40 
cents. 

The making of oleomargarine is a remarkale 
industry. There are now eleven factories engaged 
in the work, one of which in New York makes 
40,00 pounds of butterine a day, besides vast quanti- 
ties of oil. The processisasimple one. The ceul 
of beef cattle, sich asthe rich oily substance that 
you see un the edxe of a fatsteak, is pressed by 
machinery and the oil separated from the mem- 
brane. This oil is called olemargarine. It is mixed 
with a quantity of milk, churned, and the product 
is called butterine. The oil being much cheaper 
than milk, and producing more butter to the 
quart, makes butterine much cheaper than butter. 
It can not be told from the real article by epicure 
or expert, except when used on toast. It then 
shows a whitish scum instead of being absorbed by 
the bread. There are persons who say they miss 
in butterine the bouquet of dairy butter, but the 
butterine men reply tnat precisely the same con- 
stituents, no more nor less, enter into both. No 
chemist can dete t a differece by analy:is. 


Two or three years ago the exports of butter- 
ine were enormous. London and Paris were sup- 
plied almost entirely, and the false butter aciually 
made its way into Switzerland. The people of Hol- 
land, who supply to a great extent the Eurupean 
markets with butter, discovered that by importing 
the oil, adding a little milk in Holland and churn- 
ing it there, they could undersell the yankee but- 
terine, and at the same time offer a fresher article. 
Consequently the exports of butterine has almost 
entirely ceased, but tons upon tons of oil are ship- 
ped to Holland. Thatcountry is the main market 
of the ocleomargarine factories, and it makes a but- 
terine that Americans have never been able to 
equal in flavor, appearance or staying qualities. 

It may be asked why a butterine factory is 
proposed in Atlanta. Simply because the eleven 
factories now in existence have covered the coun- 
try pretty well, except the south Atlantic states. 
The nearest factory to this section is in Louisville. 
From Atlanta the Atlantic states will 
be supplied with butterine, and the 
surplus of oil will be shipped from 
this point to Europe. Itissaid that the establish- 
mentof this factory will improve the quality ol 
our beef, as only the fattest and best of cat- 
tle could used by the butterine men. 
The New York company has its own stock yards in 
‘ hicago, where the pick of the western market is 
made, its abattoir are in Philadelphia, and its fac- 
tory in New York. The owners of the butterine 
patent have an interest in every factory in the 
country, and it is said that the profits of Mr. H. K. 
Thurber amounts to $2,400 a day in seasou from this 
syurce alone. The busy séasonis of course the 
winter when grazing is bad and dairy butter is 
scarce and high. The stock allotted to Atlanta in 
the Atlanta factory was readily subscribed, and we 
shall soon have them grinding beef-cat le into 
butter right before our eyes. 

In reply toa letter asking Dr. Atticus Hay- 
good why he deélined the bishop’s robes, he said:

He never had less than a million in 
cash to his credit. He told me hg had not borrowed 
a dollar since 1637. I was at his funeral, and it was 
very largely attended.”’

Talking with Colonel Morrill as to the finan- 
cial outlook, he said: ‘tI do not think there will be 
any panic. Jn the past eight months 115 corpora- 
tions have suffered a shrinkage of 514 million dol- 
lars in the market value of their stocks. The Lou- 
isville and Nashville alone, which has a capital of 
$19,000,000, has suffered a loss of 491% per ceut. or 
over $8,000,000. Even New York Central has 
dropped 20 per cent, and so on through the list. 
This enormous shrinkage has been accomplished 
without serious shock or disturbance. The period 
of excessive inflation has passed. and value- have 
settled down to a reasonable basis without panic, 
and I du not see what is to bring one about now. 
The reaction has been stady and gradual. While 
there may be still further shrinkage, and doubtless 
will be, it is the opinion of many that stocks are 
nearing the point where it will do to buy them as 
investments.”’ 

I understand the sale of the Currier lot that 
brought $125 a front foot, was not a sale. It would 
have been remarkable if in a town of 50,000 people, 
building lots over a mile from the center of the city 
should have brought $125a front foot. The real 
estate dealers are inclined to think the market has 
been over-sold. There were eight auction sales on last 
Monday, and the dealers report lessened demand 
forwhatare known as ‘“‘calf-pasture’’ lots. One 
dealer contends that the high-water mark for the 
year was reached in the sale of Ormond’s grove— 
certainly for big sales of small lots. It is impos- 
sible to maintain excessive prices on Atlanta real 
estate, because it is impossible to “‘corner’’ it. If 
the city was compressed between rivers or moun- 
tains the available lots might be bought and held 
at fancy figures. But Atlanta ‘“‘spreads’’ in every 
direction. If thereisa “‘ecorner’’ in one section, 
the buyers try another. If lots are scarce in the 
northeast, those who want lots look to the south- 
west. There is no limit of lake, river or hill, and 
the town can grow at every point of the compass.

reality surpasses, in novelty and attraction, all writ 
ten accounts, I despair of conveying anything like 
a real picture of the manifold objects of interest to 
be seen in this oriental city. But let the reader im- 
agine a city of a third of a million inhabitants of 
all shades of complexion, and all in masquerade 
; costume—men in night gowns of various colors, 
somein Turkish dress, some in cloaks, and al] 
wearing red hats or tarbooshes, a few of which are 
bound with green, to show the wearers are de- 
scendents of the prophet, and many bound with 
white, sorming turbans; imagine the woman 
with veiled laces, annd wearing large and loose 
black silk wraps, of white or blne cotton sheets, 
enveloping them from their heads to their heels, 
and children without enough eostume to re- 
quire description. Then imagine such a city,— 
where horses are few, and donkeys are used in the 
place of street cars, and camels in the eg: of 
drays;where the shops are not much larger than faar 
sizedcleets, and the merchants speak a _lang- 
uage that seems to be mostly made upofk’s and 
g’s.

IN OLD ENGLAND 


SOME PRACTICAL HINTS FORfRavV- 
ELERS. : 


The Booking Office and the Depot—The Retjogsness 
end Extortionate Cabman—The Beat, of 
English Landscape—The Agricultg,; 
Laborer—Eoaglish Railways, Ete 


Lonpon, June 3.—If youask an Eng@shman 
where the railway depot is, he will gge you 
the direction of the warehouses or faces of 
deposit. In the Central station. an imense 
fan-shaped iron structure, 680 feet §ng by 
270 feet wide, an American will lookjn vain 
for any indication or sign of a ticket @ice. It 
is a booking office and you book for ipndon. 
The quaint appearance of an Englishlpcomo- 
tive with its cylinders under the botgm and 
concealed, no ornaments or brasses gowing, 
no cowcatcher, and a mere strip of img above 
the engineer, who is called astoker, igtriking 
to foreign eyes. Everybody is familgr with 
the fact that an English car is diviéd into 
compartments, and that the entrancejs from 
the side. There is no means of passye from 
one car to another, and the two chai which 
correspond to our bumper and pupling 
are kept tight by springs on eitier side. 
The distinctions of caste are so marted that 
they appear at every step. A ticketmay be 
secured fora first, second or third dass car- 
riage—not coach—the price varying @nsider- 
ably, but the comfort and convenigee not 


‘ag paid for first and third class ticgets. If 
yy intluence of some sort, or a rathe exhor- 
bitant extra outlay, one is so fortunae as to 
secure a saloon carriage, with its elegint ap- 
pointments for comfort, broad plae glass 
windows, and abundance of room, the ditfer- 
ence in cost appears more reasonalie, The 
adage is that three kinds of people fide first 
class—lords, Americans and fools. Itasmuch 
as no checks are furnished for ‘‘luggage,”’ care 
must be taken that half or the wholgof it is 
not left behind. Except in the one prticular 
that the large steel rails are fitted ig strong 
iron bridges, which are attached to the ties, | 
have tound nothing in which, to my inking, 
the English is not inferior to the American 
railway system. On entering the sition of 
the Midland railway, the Pullman sleeper 
and drawing-room car is a familia# sight. 
One exception to sloth, however, cheLondon 
cab driver js famous the world overand he 
drives with utter disregard to life aad limb 
and the rights of others. I have sen three 
men run over by one of them at the Deby, kill- 
ed. Thecabman charges with equalreckless- 
ness, and invariably growls if he isaot feed 
above his fare, Besides, he is an immense 
liar, especially if he finds out that you are a 
stranger, and that he knows as soon as you 
speak. The regulations for his fare ge print- 
ed and placed in each cab and hanom, and 
a ride two miles in any direction cots a shil- 
ling. ‘There are athousand ways togee Lon- 
don, But there isone good commgn sense 
way of getting at it which is probably 
best. First, secure a guide bik, the 
smaller and more compact the bette, and af- 
ter consulting some well informed Enylishe 
man who has talked sufficiently with Ameri- 
cans to grasp ideas quickly, as to roates and 
directions, take your map, and witb a little 
close attention, a very clear idea canbe gain- 
ed of the topography of London. Taking 
Charring Cross as a central or pivotal point of 
operations, map out the journey forthe next 
day accurately, each evening. For example: 
Begin with Sunday; go to hear Cardinal Man- 
ning, Canon Farrar or Mr. Spurgeonat 11, and 
go early or get no seat; at 3 in the dternoon 
go to St. Paul’sand in the evening to West- 
minster abbey. On Monday visit thenational 
gallery, Piccadilly, Oxford street, and the 

ritish museum. Tuesday, drive dong the 
Strand, visiting the Royal Exchange,the post. 
office, St. Paul’s and the tower. Dewte one 
day to Windsor Palace, where the meen in- 
sists upon staying with the-court igstead of 
at Buckingham Palace, in the city. Another 
to the parks and zoological gardens, ete. 

After running through the tunnel bored un- 
der Liverpool, for two miies, a most beauti- 
ful panorama is presented, of green fields 
and meadows,. divided into farms and gar- 
dens, by dark hedges, which form acharm- 
ing picture, relieved here and there by farm 
houses which are attractive for their scrup- 
ulous cleanliness and the utility and con- 
venience of their appoinments. But fhe 
wonderful beauty of English lamdscape 
means Civilization’s best work for mény cen- 
turies. ‘To say that merry England is won- 
derfully beautiful is neither to describe it 
nor to say enough. In fact, I think no pic- 
ture can give an adequate conception of 
the surpassing beauty of the landscape which 
present themselves to the eye on either 
side of the road between the cities of Man- 
chesterand Derby. Imagine every acre in 
the state of Georgia, every hill and valley, 
lowland and plateau, cultivated to the 
highest point of agricultural science, covered, 
when not with crops, with grass as smooth as 
alawn, and divided into estates by hedges 
of green, which in the symmetry and grace 
of their lines, will vie with city avenues. The 
grass of England is asouree of great wealth 
to her. The finest and best strains of cattle 
and sheep, fatten and multiply on these 
green swards. 

As the train rushed over the tops of great 
manufacturing establishments 1n the city be- 
low to the high point upon which isthe sta- 
tion. and stopped for five minutes at Man- 
chester, I asked the guard to unlock the door. 
Just boarding the train was a fair type of an 
English farmer. I asked about the general 
condition of English agricultural , interests. 
He said thatthe tiller of English soil, if 
attentive to his work, had little to fear, and 
easily made all he needed, and generally laid 
by something for bad times. Hetold me 
much of English farm life, anc there is mach. 
substantial philosophy init. He said that 
farmers in England avoided buying for a 
pound what could be made at home for nine- 
teen shillings, six pence, aud that fact, with 
a horror ot debt and care forsmall things 
‘‘make of ‘us,’’ said he, ‘probably the most 
prosperous and happy country people in the 
world.’”’ That is good sense. 

Some account of the principal points along 
the line from Liverpool to London may not 
be without interest. To begin with, it may 
have been of advantage to Liverpool, as it 
was ormerly called, that its name was not 
recorded in that great national] stock-taking 
doomsday book. As late as 1764 more than 
half of the African slave trade was carried on 
by ships fitted out and chiefly belonging to 
the merchants of Liverpool. The road be- 
tween Liverpool and Manchester was tbe 
scene of Stevenson’s first great engineering 
success. It was here that he built the rail- 
way embankments in the bogs, and later 
when applying to parliament for a bill sanc- 
tioning the railway, an eminent counsel of 
the queen denounced as an absurdity, his 
proposed improvement in the railway loco- 
motive. ; 

Manchester is almost assmoky as London, 
and naturally, for it is calculated that in Lan- 
cashire there are 1,000 tactories, with 300.000 
hands, and a power of 90,000 horses, moving 
1.000,000 power looms and 20,000,000 spindles! 
Nine-tenths of these are within thirty miles 
of Manchester. The factory produce is worth 
68,000,000 pounds sterling a year, or one- 
fourth of a million per day. 

At Castleton is the ruin of the “Castle of 
the Peak,”’ once tbestronghold of ‘'Peveril of 
the Peak,’’ upon whose history Sir Walter 
Scott founded the popular romance. In 1576 the 
queen of Scotsso ordered her progress that 
she might remain twenty-one days in the vi- 
cinity of Buxton, that the earl of Leicester 
shouid have thefhealing waters brought to him 
daily, the physicians having ordered that 
he must “drynke and use the 
Buxton waters twenty days together.” 
Now that was considerate. Emerging from 
the tunnel toward Monsal Dale, the’scenery 
of the valley and the river Wye is magnifi- 
cent, a large waterfall giving to the valley an

ingale, the sweet sympathy of whose woman’s 
heart has given to her life and name an inm- 
perishable fame,and the English nation opened 
to the generous impulse of a testimonial of 
£50,000 sterling, and to this fund the nation, 
from throne to cottage, contributed. She 
was born in Florence in 1820, and hence, re- 
ceived the name of Florence Nightingale. 

The town of Lincoln isa place of great 
antiquity, and has been prolific of history. 
| In the station a huge mutton-chop policeman 
_inquired: ‘‘’Ave you seen the h' Abbey, sir?” 
I said: ‘‘No, but I ’ave an h’intention to look 
at the h’Abbey.”” He then told me of the 
celebrated bell in the northwest tower of the 
eathedral, weighing five tons, and which is 
‘seldom tolled, because it shakes the tower.” 
I wondered whether it was thé story or the 
bell which shook the tower, and re-entered 
my car to observe ahalf dozen curious old 
wind-mills flinging their long arms wildly 
about on the suburban hills, ancient relics of 
atime when steam machines were naught, 
and reminding one of a modern political ma- 
chine, which must needs a puff to 
become a power! It is said that the Knights 
of St. John brought to England the model of 
a wind mill which they had seen on their 
way to take possession, by most unchristian 
means, of the holy places. If this be true the 
crusades did some service. 

Just below Nottingham the Great No: thern 
railway passes over the Midland at a height 
of forty feet. A perfect picture of a quiet 
country village, nestling among the green 
hills and parks of Licestershire,is Milton with 
its beautiful parish, church. Here was born 
the great John Henley, first preacher, then 
political lecturer, who spoke to such wonder- 
ful crowds in Lincoln’sInn fields, and of 
whom Pope said: 
bronzed with native bronze, see Henley 

stands, 
Tuning his voice and balancing his hands.’’

Cambridge to the right, one of the two 
creat English universities, was incorporated in 


“The Masters and Scholars of the University 
of Cambridge.”’ This school is a union of 
seventeen different colleges and societies. de- 
voted to study and learning and the bitter 
xervice of church and state. All these col- 
leges are mdintained by endowments of their 
founders and benefactors. 

At Leeds, the principal seat of woolen 
manuafcture in England, the guard comes to 
the door and inquires if you desire lunch at 
Derby fur: ished by the railway. I did and 
a lunch consisting of one chicken broiled, 
green peas, cauliflower, bread, butter, ham, 
[rish potatoes, and a bottle ot claret, was 
served at Derby and placed on the narrow 
table as the train ran. This very satisfactory 
ijunch issurely cheap at 6s. 6d., or about 
$1.65. 

Next is Sheffield, the steel metropolis of 
England. Passing Leiciester and Bedford, in 
the old goal or prison of which latter town 
John Bunyan wrote Pilgrim's’ Progress; 
through the Belsize tunnel, and St. Albans, 
where the second printing press was set up in 
England, forthe first was in Westminster 
abbey in 1474, you are whisked into the great 
St. Pancras station a part of which is the 
immense Midland Grand hotel, the door is 
opened and London announced. 

The English railways at their principal ter- 
mini build immense hotels. I believe Dr. 
Harrison, in his excellent letters from Eu- 
rope, published in THE ConstTITUTION some 
time since, remarked that the European ho- 
tel,in comparison with those of America, is 
a failure. I wish to add to that testimony 
my own experience, from which 1 would 
gather that they are in the matters of conve- 
nience, comfort, satisfactory service and at- 
tention a hundred vears behind us; in the 
matters of charges several hundred ahead ef 
us probably. In fact, I am solemnly con- 
vinced that if Scoville, or Walton, of the St. 
James, or the Cranstons, of the New York 
hotel, held the lease on the Langham, the 
Grand or the Grosvenor, and catered for 
Americans in Europe, a fortune would be in 
store for either. Europeans do not live in 
hotels as we do. A hotel.in Europe is simply 
u place to stay over night, or for a short time 
at the farthest and is never contemplated as a 
home, andin consequence one is not sur- 
rounded by the home comforts which are so 
well provided in the better class of hote!s in 
America. In spite of your most careful stip- 
ulations and verbai agreements with the man 
ager, your bill will invariably call for a larger 
amount than you thought possible. An 
‘‘extra’’ is the European hotel keepers open 
sesame to the ckets of his guests. The 
rooms are generally lighted with candles. lf 
you burn gas—ordinarily there are no jets in 
the rooms—it is extra; attendance, which 
means the bell boys and maids, is extra. In 
short—as aJso in length—the extras are extra- 
ordinary. The way to live comfortably in 
London, however, is to take furnished apart- 
ments, containing drawing room, dining 
rooms and such bed rooms as are necessary 
and order what you wish served when you 
like. This plan noc only conserves comfort, 
convenience and the good appearance of 
things, but can be persued at the cost of one 
ortwo small, badly lighted rooms ata hotel 
with no private parlor or sittingroom. Hotels 
here are gloomy places; the office is rather 
difficult to find, and none of the glitter, bril- 
liancy and crowd which we have in the 
United States appears. Plenty of that else- 
where, however, for those who like it. When 
the billis paid a penny stamp is attached, 
which is government internal revenue, and 
placed upon all bills paid above one pound. 
lam struck with the stupidity of hotel clerks 
and attaches. They know little about any- 
thing, and that little it seems difticult for 
them tocommunicate intelligently. An Amer- 
ican is constantly provoked at the slow move 
ment of things. The elevator at the Kimball 
or Markham will make two or three trips 
whilst any ‘‘lift,’’ as it is here called, is goinz 
up once. 

London has more clubs probably than any 
dozen cities on earth combined. In fact, the 
city club is essentially, as it was originally,an 
English institution. There are altogether 
about two hundred of them in London, some 
of the buildings of which cost millions of 
money. These clubs vary in nature and de- 
sign; some are political, some social, whilst 
others have rather a businessturn. Different 
cliques and classes club together: The army 
and the navy, the aristocrats, the middle class 
of gentry, the conservatives or tories, which 
is the party of the aristocrats of which Lord 
Beaconsfield was the leader as premier, and 
the liberals or whigs, the party of the people 
of whom the present prime minister, Mr. 
Gladstone, is the head. All these classes and 
many more, have their places of resort or 
elubs. Among the political clubs are the 
Conservative, Carlton, Beaconsfield, Liberal, 
Gladstone and others. The army and navy 
have acluband junior club of that name, 
Guards, United Service and others. The 
Atheneum, Burlington, Garrick, Reform, 
Fine Arts and others, are in large measure 
social clubs. The prince of Wales is a mem- 
ber of a small club called the Marlborough— 
so named after his town residence, Marlbor- 
ough house,the same architectural design ap- 
pearing in both buildings, 

One’s American sense of humor is con-

WasHinoTton, June 21.—Mr. Hammond, of 
Georgia, had the honor in the house yester- 
day of acting as chief executioner of a bill 
full of dangerous tendencies.

.graif's conception of a proper methodof elect- 
ing a president and vice-president of these 
United States, Proposing no material change 
in the present electoral plan, it trenched on 
new and dangerous ground at its conclusion. 
There a provision was made forthe trial of 
any title to the presidency by a writ of quo 
warranto atter the result had been an- 
nounced under the regular electoral: count. 
The bill provided that any person or persons 
‘for whom “‘any” electoral votes had been cast 
could, within ten days after the declaration 
of election of the apparently successful can 
didates, file a‘‘writof quo warranto”’ in any 
circuit court of the United States. and that 
there need be no other plaintiff than the 
claimant or claimants. It was declared that 
the case should be determined as soon as 
practicaole and then an appeal might be had 
to the supreme court. The persons declared 
by these courts elected should be entitled to 
the offices without regard to the result 
of the election. The reading of 
such provisions may excite surprise and the 
first suggestion to the mind of a sensible man 
would be that they would a millstone to 
sink the entire measure. But in reality the 
committee on presidential elections had re- 
turned a unanimous report in favor of the 
billand it was championed by some of the 
strongest men in the house. To the demoe- 
cratic party belongs the credit of its defeat 
and to the gentleman from Georgia a liberal 
share of that credit. The present method of 
presidential elections is so grossly imperfect 
that many good men are eager to 
catch at any proposed remedy = and 
therefore fellinto an unreflecting support of 
this wild scheme.

the Panama canal. Asa resultof the recent 
tour of inspection and of ‘interviews with 
well informed residents of the isthmus, 
among whom is mentioned the late James 
Boyd, editor and proprietor of the Panama 
Star and;Herald, Boy expressed the opin- 
ion that there had been bad management 
and extravagant expenditure by the canal 
folks, and that until recently the ofticials had 
been inclined to conceal from the public, to a 
great extent, the operations of the company 
and the value of the real work accomplished, 
but owing, in a measure, to the constant and 
fearless criticisms of the Star and Herald.

plete them; that Similar extravagant 
expenditure had been made von the other side, 
and yet atno point on the isthmus had the 
company a cot ora bed of its own in which 
to putasingle sick man. Captain Belknap 
Says: “I visited Ancoss Hill, and though the 
engineering of the work there is superb, and 
the buildings in process of erection of the 
most substantial character, it struck me that 
if the expected sick of the canal employes 
were to be in proportion to the extravagant 
preparations made for them, the isthmus 
could not be regarded what it 
is by many attirmed to be, 
a very healthy and salubrious 
region. Mr. Boyd also thought that the esti- 
mates of Lesseps were far below what would 
be the actual cost, though he believed the 
canal could be finally cut. I asked him if he 
believed that $500,000,000 would cut a work- 
ing sea level canal through the isthmus, 
He thought it would, but he gave no intima- 
tion that such figures were excessive. An- 
other prominent Anierican resident of Pana- 
ma, actively engaged in business there during 
the past 34 years, and une of the largest capi- 
talists on the isthmus, professed faith in the 
ultimate success of the canal, but thought 
it would never be finished by the present 
company; thatthe French company would 
probably reach Gatun with its cutting when, 
by that time having exhausted its funds, it 
would collapse and American capitalists 
would step in and take up the work and push 
it to completion.

Detectives Looking Alter Offices’ Derelict In the Re- 
ceipt and Delivery Luw. 
Warsaw, N. Y., June 24.—The United 
States post office department, one year ago, 
ordered that all letters received from other 
offices for distribution at any government 
post-office must be post-marked ‘‘received”’ 
on the reverse, and all postal cards on the 
address side, with date, and, if possible, the 
hour on which they were received, deeming 
that, whatever inconvenience might be occa- 
sioned by a few minutes’ delay then incurred, 
would be amply compensated for by the cer- 
tainty with which the delay in delivery could 
be detected by the date of receipt as well as the 
dispatch which would then be on every let- 
ter. This order, however, has been a dead let- 
ter in a majority of the post-oftices, and espe- 
cially in the smaller ones, although the post- 
master-general declined to exempt any post- 
office trum the requirements of the order. 
To-day a gentleman whom Representative 
Lines thought was a government detective, 
visited Warsaw. When found ata hotel he 
had envelopes which had been received per- 
sonally at different post-offices in Pennsylva- 
nia and New York. Nearly every one was 
positive evidence of the general indifference 
paid to this useful postal law. Postmasters in 
Pennsylvania were especially derelect in 
this duty. The gentleman thought 
that the importance of this rule was not gen- 
erally understood; that some postinasters be- 
grudged the time required to carry it out, 
as well as disliking coustantly to be detected 
by errors in distrivution, which causes delay 
in mail matter. ‘The recording of each post- 
ottice as following or not following the in- 
structions was neatly done in a book seem- 
ingly ruled and prepared for the purpose. it 
may be possible that these records will Soop 
prove a reason for severing the official heads 
of postmasters where stalwarts may be de- 
sired to transplant the half-breed postmasters 
throughout New York and Pennsylvauia.

WaAsuincton, June 24.—The result of the 
special meeting of the cabinet last evening in 
considering the case of Guiteau, was made 
known officially this morning by a statemert 
from the attorney general that the plea for a 
respite had been refused. This conclusion 
was reached last evening, but was purposely. 
withheld from the public in order that it 
might first be made known to the prisoner. 
The attorney general, to whom all appeals and 
petitions presented to the president bearing 
on this case had been referred, submitted an 


elaborate report to the cabinet . last 
evening reviewing = all the points 
presented in favor of the respite, and 


recomimending thatit be not granted on the 
ground that the sanity of the prisoner had 
been fully established atthe trial. The re- 
port was generally discussed and unanimously 
approved by the cabinet, all the membersof 
Which were present. An understanding was 
reached as above stated. Rey. Mr. Hicks 
called upon the president and the attor- 
ney-general last evening to learn the result of 
the meeting, but was informed that nothing 
could be divniged on the subject till this 
morning. Similar efforts on part of Mr. 
Reed, Guiteau’s counsel, were also fruitless. 
Rev. Mr. Hicks called upon the attorney- 
general this morning by appointment, and 
was informed that the cabinet had decided 
not to interfere with the execution. of Gui- 
teau’s sentence. Mr. Hicks thereupon drove 
to the distriet jail and informed Guiteau of 
the decision. 
GUITEAU’S MESSAGE TO THE PRESIDENT. 

Cruiteau bas sent the following message to 
his spiritual adviser, Rev. Mr. Hicks: “Goand 
see Arthur and sbake your fist in his face; tell 
him I made him president by my inspiration, 
and he must give me an unconditional par- 
don, and if he does not God almighty will 
blast him forever. I tell you, brother Hicks, 
I am God’s man, and God takes care of his 
own.’

Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Denver, Col., Jume 19.—You will be grati- 
fied, as I confess I was somewhat astonished, 
to learn that the west is beginning to feel the 
rivaly of the south as a field for the imvest- 
ment of what you call nerthern and the Colo- 
radians call eastern capital, The first evi- 
dence that I had of this was the view taken 
by the projectors of the forthcoming Denver 
Mining exposition of the ‘benefits that have 
followed the Atlanta cotton exposition. 
“Why, sir,” said Mr. Armstrong, the secreta- 
ry of the exposition association, although he 
had no-idea that I knew personally anything 
ubout the cotton exposition, “why, sir, we 
hope that our project will do for Colorado 
what that has done for Georgia. We have 
seen that such an advertisement of southern 
resources is attracting a part of the capital 


that once was on the line westward. 
Now,.' little is coming here’ except 
for mining purposes, and the ‘wild- 
cat’ system has made men of 


money afraid even of mines. What we want 
is money to manufacture not only our own 
machinery, but our own household goods of 
every sort, and farmers to develop our agri- 
cultural lands. That’s what Georgia’s get- 
ting.’’ When I told him that his information 
about Georgia was much more accurate than 
most northern men’s, he seemed surprised; 
and be clung to the idea that a great deal of 
money that the ‘‘wild-cat’’ system of mining 
is scaring away from the west is going south 
for investment in surer enterprises than 
mines. I tuok the cue and have tried to find 
out if other men here have the same idea, ‘I 
understand,”’ said a railroad zontractor, ‘‘that 
they are building railroads in Georgia about 
as fast as we are building them here.”’ I met 
an old prospector, one of the veterans of the 


pick, who has been in Colorado for 
fifteen years. I have been told 
that he has discovered a dozen mines, 


six or eight of which are exceedingly valua- 
ble properties, and for years he has been an 
agent of capitalists. Like the constitutional 
wanderer of other callings, a rolling stone or 
a bird of passage, he gathers little moss, few 
berries, little cash, but counts it his glory 
rather to explore than to enjoy. Colorado is 
now too familiar to him for longer pleasure. 
‘“I’}l swear, stranger,’ said he, ‘if a man in 
Colorado to day hada silver mine worth half 
a million he couldn’t sell it for a fair price. 
These kid-gloved scoundrels that water stocks 
and steal money have mace everybody kind 
o’ shy of Colorado. They tell me that a good 
dealof New York money is going down south.’’ 
This idea, I judge, 1s largely based on avery 
vague conception that these people have of 
the southern states, and is a convenient ex- 
planation for the tinereasing difficulty of get- 
ting capital for any kind of western enter- 
prise. Indeed, I fancy that they somewhat 
overestimate the amount of northern money 
that has recently gone south. Butitis a new 


advertising and a most gratifying result of the 
cotton exposition. There is no great diffi- 
culty in the proper persone getting any 
amountof money for a reasonably certain and 
a reasonably profitable investment in Colora- 
do. Eventsof daily occurrence here prove 
that. But thegeneral stage of western de- 
velopment has reached an interesting point 
for comparison with the south aa for 
southern rivalry. Ten years ago almost any 
prospector who came down from the. moun- 


tains witl, yellow dust on ‘his boots 
and a tempting stone in his 
pocket could find ra venturesonmie 


stranger with more money than discretion. 
Now and then a fortune was made; oftener, 
however, a failure. This covered a period 
when northern capital never once thought of 
going south. Now mining, like any other 
industry, has been brought within the bounds 
of common discretion. A man invests in a 
mine no longer with the hope of sudden for- 
tune, but, by the assayer’s and minerolo- 
gist’s aid, with an assurance of a good income. 
But the ‘‘wild-cat’”’ work and the stock trick- 
sters have made capitalists rather more chary 
of mining than of cattle ranches. Few men, 
therefore, now get feverish or are capable of 
being excited by hopes of bonanzas in the 
west. Meanwhile you have advertised the 
south’s resources calmly, and these men here 
who understand that modest and truthful 
advertising tells best in the long run are the 
first to see your chance; and their jealousy is 
the greatest compliment to the outlook in the 
south. 

Itisa mistake—a very common mistake, 
but still a mistake—to suppose that Colorado 
has nothing but mines. Of course her min- 
eral wealth is far greater than her wealth of 
all other kinds. But, now where the mining 
excitement is dying, men talk much more 
about manufactures, cattle ranches and wheat 
land than about mines. The cry is for the 
manufacture of their own iron and steel, noc 
for better transportation of ore, precisely as 
you cry for the manufacture of cotton goods, 
‘hey want woolen mills, and are tired of ship- 
ping sheep and wool to the east. They want 
potteries and glass factories, and are tired of 
buying wares made elsewbere. They tell you 
what can be done with wheat with just the 
same enthusiasm that you tell visifors what 
can be done with peaches. ‘ And they ery for 
money. print pamphlets, fill newspapers, give 
banquets, talk, talk, talk rosily, and an indus- 


trial millenium fashions itself in their 
dreams. in many respects _it is 
the situation in Georgia in  dupli- 
cate, In one essential particular both 


states are alike—great developments in each 
await laborers and cash. And [ am not sure 
but bad dealers in imaginary mines have cre- 
ated as strongand as injuriousa prejaice 
against many chances for legitiiuate invest- 
ments in the west as the politieal and social 
slanderers have created against the south. In 
one respect, however, the men of Colorado 
have a practical advantage over the men of 
Georgia—they get the immigrants and they 
have a more direct approach to money wait- 
ing forinvestment. Besides, they don’t hesi- 
tate to ask forit. This mountain air is good 
for man's cheek as well as for women’s 
cheeks. 

And I bave not found as great a difference 
between the ‘‘enterprise”’ of the west and the 
“stagnation” of the south as popular say-so 


would have us believe. There is a some- 
what more reckless spirit here among 
gamblers, rather faster life among 


the gaudy” and giddy and a general air 
of go-it-while-you’re-young; but when im- 
portant business enterprises are considered, 
men who have money or who haye time or 
reputation at stake, are very careful. The 
popular idea that a millionaire in the west

THE Loss TO THE MERCHANTS. 


Occasioned by the Strike ot the Freight Handlers at 
the New York Freight Depots. 

New York, June 24.—A memberof a prom- 
inent business firm said to-day toa Post re- 
porter: ‘This delay to the shipping interests 
is causing a loss cf from $150,000 to $200,000 
every day to the business men of this city, 
and the railroad managers are mot making any 
effort to stop it, because they know that on 
every piece of goods which they can delay 
until the first of next month they will beable 
to charge an advance in rates from 40 to 60 
percent. The merchants of this city have 
certainly sustained a loss of $1 250,000 
since the strike began, besides the permanent 
loss of customers due to the transfer of trade 
to other cities.”’ 

It is announced in Philadelphia to-day 
that owing to the labor troubles in Jersey City, 
the Pensylvania railroad company will trans- 
fer its freight shipments to South Amboy by 
the old routes. Railroad officials say that at 
thiMime when retrenchment has been the 
rue, the demands of the strikers will cer- 
tainly not be acceded to. The company 
claims to be able to bave sufficient laborers 
to prevent any material delaysin the hand- 
ling of freight. 

In Jersey City at one time to-day the situa- 
tion looked very serious for the railrood com- 
panies. The strikers were evidently bent on 
mischief. About 1,000 laborers started to 
march to Hoboken, but on learning that the 
entire police force of Hoboken was ordered 
on duty to protect the Erie and Delaware and 
Lackawanna railroad depots, with orders to 
arrest as trespassers any of thestrikers who ap- 
peared, they turnedaside tothe Pennsylvania 
company’s yards. There all the laborers 
joined the ranks of the strikers, includin 
the freight brakemen. The police were calle 
for, but when they reached the spot the stri- 
kers had left for the New Jersey Central de- 
pot, where they took entire possession and 
stopped work. A large body of police, howev- 
er, so>n arrived, and the strikers marched to 
the sugar refineries near by, and stopped the 


loading of cars. They committed no 
violence, and kept out of the way 


of the police abandoning each position _— 
learning of the approach of the officers.

OxeE of the most important conventions of

In the last nine months 8,788,000 pounds of 
cotton seed have been exported in bulk to be 
crushed in seed oil mills in Great Britain and 
France. One of the best foreign markets for 
the oil was lost when a prohibitory import 
tax was put by the Italian government on all 


oil sent into Italy. This tax is about to be 


repealed. The figures show that just in pro- 
portion as the imports ef cotton seed oil di- 
minished, the exports of olive oil were lessen- 
ed.

With his 
every action for forty yearsin the full blaze 
of public service not one flaw has been dis- 
covered in his record, and not one speck on 
his integrity or wisdom. At the close 
of a long and austere life, 
in which he might have made 
miljions he is a poor man, and the surplus of 
his earnings has been steadily directed to 
quiet but admirable charities. Such is the 
man that a few men on the press are abusing 
with such such violence, and ridiculing with 
such irreverence. 

Beyond this we believe thatthe nomination 
of Mr. Stephens will bring harmony to the 
democratic party and peace and quiet to the 
State at large. It will utterly and absolutely 
crush out the coalition movement that a short 
time ago threatened the supremacy of the 
democracy and kindled anew the prejudices 
between the whites and blacks.

THE BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY. 

Siowly but surely the country is coming to 
the conclusion that the business fears of the 
past twelve months had no foundation, or 
rather that they have no foundation now, if 
they ever bad. The crops, upon which pros- 
perity turns, are exceptionally good or prom- 
ising. The winter wheat is turning out even 
better than the brightest anticipations. The 
outlook for spring wheat is also good. The 
oat harvest is exceptionally abundant. The 
hot weather of the past week is bringing the 
corn and cotton up to the average standard of 
he season, and everywhere there is an abun- 
dance of fruit and vegetables. The hay crop 
of the north was never better, and the dairy 
interests are correspondingly promising. Cheap 
food and food for export are bothin sight, and 
nothing short of a heavy and unforseen 
calamity can deprive the country of almost 
unprecedented harvests. This means a great 
deal. It means cheaper meats as well as 
bread. It means a cessation of strikes and 
labor troubles. It means a season of activity 
among the railroads, and a heavy fall and 
winter trade. [It means the completion if not 
the inception of great enterprises. 
hope, confidence and renewed energy. Al 
ready the labor troubles at the iron centres 
are in the course of adjustment, and the out- 
flow of gold, except to Italy, has ceased. 
Italy, in preparing to resmue _ specie 
payment, is buying gold above’ the 
rates of exchange. The country never had 
in truth better prospects than it has to-day; 
and as soon as the corn and cotton crops are 
in the course of vegetation assured the croak- 
ings of the professional bears, and the fears 
of the timid will have no foundation what- 
ever. The winter wheat crop is already being 
moved, and the tide of trade is rising on every 
hand. ‘The conservative Bosten Advertiser 
in reviewing the situation says: ‘‘As the sea- 
son advances business is expected to increase, 
and the autumn of 1882 bids fair to outrival 
all its predecessors, and notably that of 1880.”

A WORD TO OUR READERE.

The 
hot weather of the past week is bringing the 
corn and cotton up to the average standard of 
he season, and everywhere there is an abun- 
dance of fruit and vegetables. The hay crop 
of the north was never better, and the dairy 
interests are correspondingly promising. Cheap 
food and food for export are bothin sight, and 
nothing short of a heavy and unforseen 
calamity can deprive the country of almost 
unprecedented harvests. This means a great 
deal. It means cheaper meats as well as 
bread. It means a cessation of strikes and 
labor troubles. It means a season of activity 
among the railroads, and a heavy fall and 
winter trade. It means the completion if not 
the inception of great enterprises. It means / 
hope, confidence and renewed energy. Al 
ready the labor troubles at the iron centres 
are in the course of adjustment, and the out- 
flow of gold, except to Italy, has ceased. 
Italy, in preparing to resmue_ specie 
payment, is buying gold above’ the 
rates of exchange. The courtry never had 
in truth better prospects than it has to-day; 
and as soon as the corn and cotton crops are 
in the course of vegetation assured the croak- 
ings of the professional bears, and the fears 
of the timid will have no foundation what- 
ever. The winter wheat crop is already being 
moved, and the tide of trade is rising on every 
hand. The conservative Bosten Advertiser 
in reviewing the situation says: ‘‘As the sea- 
son advances business is expected to increase, 
and the autumn of 1882 bids fair to outrival 
all its predecessors, and notably that of 1880.”

The gubernatorial race has narrowed itself down 
to Mr. Stephens and Major Bacon. 

The policy of the opponents of Mr. Stephens was 
to fill the field with candidates, urge each man to 
bring as many delegates as possible and combine 
them against the ‘‘Old Commoner’’ for the benefit 
of the luckiest man, or the one best qualified to pull 
the wires. This game broke down early ig the 
fight,through the refusal of perhaps the two strong- 
est men in the field, to engagein it. Judge Martin 
J. Crawford some week ago declined to allow his 
name u:ed in opposition to Mr. Stephens, and 
Judge Brown during the past week entered a simi- 
lar refusal. An attempt had already been made to 
use the Hon. M. A. Candler in this direction, but 
he promptly declined, and stated that he favored 
Mr. Stephens’s nomination. The gubernatorial 
candidacy is therefore narrowed down to Mr. Ste- 
phens and Mr. Bacon. Between these two thedem- 
ocrats will make a choice.

down to Cleveland, I saw the familiar face of 


| a well known Atlanta man, Mr. J. P. Stevens, 


who was just returning from an extensive trip 
through the north, where he has been buying 
new machinery for increasing the capacity in 
his watch factory. This factory, by the way, 
is and should be one of Atlanta’s pet enter, 
prises. Its history has been truly wonderful, 
and stands out a marked example 
of what sound judgment- 
and energy will accomplish when pointed in 
the right direction. Starting less than three 
years ago on a capital, limited enough to be 
sure, Mr. Stevens Lad the*pleasure of an- 
nouncing about two weeks ago that tke ca- 
pacity of the factory would be increased ten 
fold and $100,000 as the amount contributed 
by the new company. 

Mr. Stephens has just secured, at Wash- 
ington, aftera prolonged struggle with pat- 
ent right agents, a patent on 
an invention which will make 
his watches contain an improvement long 
sought, and which cannot be had in any 
other American watch. He made applica- 
tion first through one of the largest patent 
attorneys in the United States, but was twice 
refused by the authorities at Washington. 
It was oaly when he went to Washingto and 
argued his case in person that he secured 
the right. The invention consists of a new 
method of regulating watches, and is so sim- 
ple that when seen the first thing asked is: 
“Why wasn’t that thought of before?” A 
small silver or gold disk, half an inch in di- 
ameter, containing degree marks and calcu- 
lated with mathematical precision, is placed 
on the reverse side of the works. In a ro- 
tating eccentrice revolving towards the center 
from the outer edge of the disk, an index 
works which regulates the time. This index 
is likethe ordinary regulating levers, the ad- 
vantage of the disk and eccentric being that a 
watch may be regulated to a position cer- 
tainty and to within a minimum of accuracy. 
For instance, if a watch varies half a minute 
a day, ten degrees on the disk indicate that 
much time, and by revolving the disk either 
towards or from slow or fast, the regulating is 
obtained. 

sy the old means of pushing the regulator 
to make the watch go fast or slow there was 
no certainty of action. Your watch might 
be running one minute per day too fast, you 
wish ‘‘to touch’”’ your regulator, but don't 
know how much to push it, you may push it 
too far or perhaps not far enough, the conse- 
quence is one would have to be experiment- 
ing with the watch a week or two before get- 
ting it right.

Ground will be 
broken this week, and by fall the model gin- 
nery will be in operation. Yesterday, in re- 
sponse to an urgent solicita‘ion for an inter- 
view, Mr. Ivy said to a Constitution reporter: 

“The name of our company is the ‘Cotton 
Improvement company.’ It was organized 
under the laws of the state of Massachusetts, 
and our purpose is to establish a model gin- 

nery with a capacity of thirty-five bales per 
day, at Hogansville. The name of the com- 
pany indicates its object, but I can show you 
more easily the real necessity for such an en- 
terprise by giving you some statistics. The 
total cotten crop of the world is eleyen mil- 
lion bales annually. The United States 
grows say, of this number, six million. The 
total number of spindles in the United States 
is eleven million, and they consume 
about a million and a half bales of 
cotton. Therefore, four and a half 
million bales of our crop have to be sold in 
foreigy. markets, and it is important to the 
grower that his cotton should be of such a 
qualtity as will compete in foreign markets 
with the cotton of other cotton growing 
countries. Now, this year’s crop in the 
United States, I mean the crop of 1881-2, .is 
estimated to be short between a half and a 
million of bales. Although this is a fact 
there has been no scarcity of cotton in foreign 
markets. The question therefore aris«s where 
dogs this cotton come from that supplies the 
foreign markets. It comes from India and 
from Egypt, and unless the American cotton 
can be brought up so as to compete with tliis 
India and kyyptian cotton the price is bound 
to depreciate. Ils not this low price ona short 
crop an evidence that the American cotton 
has decreased in its quality? Seventy-five 
years ago Orleans cotton could be 
spun up to 150 hanks. to the 
pound. But now it is spun only to 100. Now, 
the causes which have been at work to depre- 
ciate the American cotton are three: First, 
the Original fertility of the soil has, in a great 
part ofthe cotton belt, been exhausted par- 
tially, therefore the cotton is not of so long 
and smoothly bodied a staple as when the 
land was new. But the greatest cause is that 
which has operated since the war and which 
imay put down as the second cause, namely. 
the change from the plantation to the tenant 
system; and thirdly, three-fourths of the cot- 
ton is picked by the hundred. I may adda 
fourth cause, and say that a great trouble is 
with the public ginning system. Before the 
war there was much cotton grown on large 
piantations, and it was al! picked, handled 
and ginned after the same fashion from ne- 
cessity. That, at least, insured a degree of 
uniformity that is not now secured under the 
tenant system. Asto picking. You know 
that in picking by the hundred a man does 
not care how much dirt and trash he gets 
into the cotton, and when aman is ginning 
for toll he tries to gin as many bales in a day 
as he can without regard to the quality of the 
work done. It is these two causes which 
have done so much to depreciate the value of 
American cotton and any movement to im- 
prove the standard must start with these 
causes. We propose to come in now as gin- 
ners and show what can be done in the im- 
Se ane ony of cotton after it is picked, and in 
oing that we shall first begin with an eye to 
the manufacturing quality of the cotton 
ginned. Secondly, we shall have the best 
and most improved machinery, and we shall 
have a capacity so large that we 
‘Shail not be compelled to run 
our magh hery at so high = a 
rate of “peed as to cut the cotton, as is now 
dgpe by nearly all the public gins. Thirdly, 
We shall have skilled men employed to run 
the gins. While we are strictly ginners, we 
shall take every legitimate means to keep this 
machinery running during the ginning sea- 
. son, and we expect to be able to keep it run- 
ning because we shall make it to the interest 
“ farmers to haul their cotton to us. We 
SDA] have conveniences for handling their cot- 
ton, wd every bale ginned by us willhave our 
privateprand on it, and wherever it is sent it 
will be ‘own that it comes fromus. We say 
that it will vay farmers to haul their cotton 
ten miles OF more to us, because by our pro- 
cess Of handlitleiwe expect to make it grade at 
least two grad& higher than it other- 
wise would, and .two grades is 
to one-half @& ‘Sent a pound ©— in 
the price. Their estintige, however, is very 
low. In arecent report & the New York cot- 
ton exchange it is stated “at in sales this 
season a difference of two and half cents per 
und has been made betwety clean and 
irty cotton of the same stapleA Tf this is 
true, two or two and a half cents pound 
is the measure of the distance a farmer can 
affurd to haul his cotton to our gitaery 
where it will be handled so as to commayad 
the highest market price. Our patrons wii 
also have the advantage of selling directly to 
the consumers, and one of our main objects is 
to bring the grower and the consumer closer 
together. Weshall have machinery also fur 
manipulating the seed and farmers who do 
not wish to haul theirseed back will have a 
market at the gin. and can sell them to 
Us. The great difficulty which has 
heretofore been in the way of any improve- 
mentin the picking and ginning of cotton 
was that there was 4 complete barrier be- 
tween the manufacturer and the grower. 
The grower never knew exactly what was 
wanted and the advantage that it was to him 
to furnish exactly what was wanted.- The 
movement which we are inaugurating is to 
bring the manufacturer and the grower 
closer together, so that the grower shali know 
the wants of the manufacturer, and thus the 
two will be of mutual benefit. A movement 
of this kind is of the greatest importance to 
the south because three-fourths of the people 
make their living by cultivating or through 
some connection with it, and if this would 
enable them to get more for their cotton, 
they would be so much the better off. Just 
such an establishment as we will put up the 
English have already put up in Egypt in 
many places, and have by that means greatly 
improved the cotton of that country.”’ 

“Is not the American cotton naturally su- 
perior?”’ 

“There is no doubtof the superiority of the 
American cotton staple over all other cotton, 
if itis properly handled. The demand is 
going to be for better cotton, and the more we 
increase our knowledge of gins and ginning 
se ya the quality of our cotton, and the
